WEEKLY LETTER 


A litter of ten lively. York¬ 
shire pigs arrived at the piggery 
the other day and in view of 
the wide interest there i« at 
this time in bacon hogs, your 
writer undertook to obtain an 
account of the breeding* of 
these potential mortage lifters 
tor this wcek’ss letter. 

The sow herself is typical oi 
the breeding stock used in the 
swine herd here at the Leth¬ 
bridge Experimental Station in 
that she is a pure bred York¬ 
shire and in addition she has 
quaified for advanced registrul 
ion in the performance test 
outlined in the Dominion Govern 
ment Policy for swine improv¬ 
ement that was inaugurated in 
Canada in 1928. The purpose of 
this policy which is planned 
somewhat after the swine im¬ 
provement work in Denmark 
and is organized on a national 
basis, is to provide swine breed¬ 
ers in Canada with the means 
for identifying'the best sows 
and boars in their pure bred 
herds. 

The particular sow wc ‘‘.re 
writing about qualified in this 
performance test, by weaning, 
on October last, a litter of ten 
pigs, two more than required, 
that showed no disqualifying 
characters. Five of these pigs 
as required were nominated for 
the slaughter test f \ Four r*:F 
these five succeeded in attain¬ 
ing a live weight of at least 
200 pounds in 200 davs and less 
and when slaughtered the car¬ 
casses scored high enough on 
rail to conform t n the exuding 
specifications of the Old Cou¬ 
ntry bacon trade. 

Yorkshire are used at the 
Lethbridge Station because this 
breed is unquestionably the 
oermier bacon breed and an one 
leading authority lias stated 


there appears to be no doubt 
that this, the Yorkshire Dreed, 
provides the surest means of 
attaining the production of a 
high percentage of select bacon 
bogs, l lie Tamworths have long 
been noted as producers of high 
quality bacon but this breed lias 
the serious fault of producing 
carcasses that show a high per¬ 
centage of seedy bellies. Thi* is 
a dark discolouration of the 
incut along the belly that oc¬ 
curs only in red and black hogs 
and is evidently caused by the 
pigments that give colour to the 
hair oi the hog. Pure white 
pigs never show seedy bellies. 

file seriousness of this men¬ 
ace to our export bacon trade 
is strikingly indicated by an in 
vestigation conducted recently 
which showed that of the red oi 
Tamworth gilts received at a 
,Calgary packing plant during 
two weeks, 23 per cent had 
seedy bellies, and th esituation 
is al the more serious so far 
as our bacon trade is concern¬ 
ed because live seedy belly can 
not lie detected until the meat 
reaches the retailer in the Old 
Country and he starts to cut 
the Wiltshire side for his trade 
The damage then is done so 
far as Canada’s reputation for 
bacon is concerned. 

The Tamworth hog has some 
outstanding; merits that make it 
popular with many farmers and 
feeders. Its tendency to prod- 
• »uce sc.dy bellies however is 
a really serious handicap that 
just about puts this breed out of 
the running so far, at any rate 
as our export bacon trade is 
concerned.

Infectin is a term which is 
used to describe the implantat¬ 
ion of disease in the body from 
without. In this sens£, the use 
of the term implies the com¬ 
munication or tranfer of disc so 
by a living agent or disease 
germ. 

Disease germs are so small 
as to be invisible to the naked 
eye. Through the microcope, 
many of them can be semi and 
identified, but some of them 
are too small for even the most 
powerful microscope to magnify 
sufficiently to allow of their 
being seen. 

Outside of the bode, ditv-arc 
germ do no harm. They must 
first gai n entrance to the body 
and this they do in one oj three 
ways. They may lie breathed in, 
on swallowed, or they may enter 
through a break in the skin. 
Because they arc s» minute, the 
break in the skin need only be 
if mocroscopic sizo \ i allow 
germs to penetrate. 

As far as we know, disease 
germs do not grow and multiply 
in nature outside of the human 
or animal body Some < f them 
are hardier or more re .ist r.t 
than rtho’-s, but ibc/ do, in 
general, die fairly nuickl/ out¬ 
side of the human or animal 
bodv. Tike plants, germs requi¬ 
re moisture to live; dryng. spec 
tally in sunshine, destroy**, th ru
